DEEPER PUSH 

ISRAEL SENDS RESERVE TROOPS INTO GAZA; 
REFUGEE AID GROUP RESUMES OPERATIONS

GAZA CITY» Gaza Strip Israeli troops made their 
deepest advance into the Gaza Strip’s most 
heavily populated area on Sunday encounter- 
ing increasingly fierce resistance from Hamas 
fighters as they warned civilians to stay clear 
of the battle zone. 

Speaking to his Cabinet, Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert said the country “is 
nearing” its goals, but that the offensive will 
continue despite global calls for a cease-fire, 
led by the U,N, Security Council, 

Israel’s military said it sent reserve troops 
into Gaza, signaling possible preparations for 
a third phase of the offensive— a day after 
warning the strip’s 1,4 million residents that 
it plans to escalate the devastating air and ground assault, 
Hamas militants launched barrages of rockets Sunday at 
the Israeli city of Beersheba and at the town of Sderot, 
Despite the continued fighting, Egypt has been trying to 
broker a truce, Germany’s foreign minister was in Israel on 
Sunday to promote the U,N, proposal, and Israel planned 
to send a senior defense official to Egypt later in the week, 
U,N, Secretary- General Ban Ki-moon plans to travel to the 
region this week, 

Palestinian witnesses said Israeli troops moved to with- 
in half a mile of Gaza City’s southern neighborhoods, and 


within a quarter-mile of the northern neigh- 
borhood of Sheikh Ajleen, 

The fighting in Sheikh Ajleen erupted 
before davm and continued into the morning 
as Israeli infantrymen and tanks advanced 
toward Gaza City and its approximately 
400,000 residents, Palestinian witnesses 
said, 

“We are safe, but we don’t know for how 
long,” said Khamis Alawi, 44, a Sheikh Ajleen 
resident who huddled with his wife and six 
children in their kitchen overnight. He said 
bullets riddled his walls and several came in 
through the windows. 

The rising death toll of civilians has put 
heavy pressure on Israel to halt the offen- 
sive. 

The U,N, agency in charge of Palestinian refugees 
resumed operations after suspending them because of 
Israeli attacks on its convoys, U,N, aid vehicles were mov- 
ing around Gaza on Sunday and U,N, workers tended to 
about 30,000 people in shelters, but aid officials warned 
that the dire security situation made it impossible to oper- 
ate at full capacity 

“This is a very small fraction of what we normally do in 
the Gaza Strip,” said Filippo Grandi of the U,N, Relief and 
Wbrks Agency, “Things might get worse,”

In the car? Put 
phone on hold, 
safety group says

States should ban drivers from using hand-held and hands- 
free cell phones, and businesses should prohibit employees 
from using cell phones while driving on the job, the National 
Safety Council says in a new campaign, advocating for a total, 
nationvyide ban on cell phone use while driving, 

Chicago has a law against talking on hand-held cell phones 
while driving, and the City Council in October banned text 
messaging while driving. 

The National Safety Council’s president and chief execu- 
tive, Janet Froetscher, said cell phone use increases the risk 
of a crash fourfold, 

“When our friends have been drinking, we take the car keys 
away It’s time to take the cell phone away” Froetscher said. 
Hands-free cell phones are just as risky as hand-held 
phones, she added, 

“It’s not just what you’re doing with your hands — it’s that 
your head is in the conversation and so your eyes are not on 
the road,” Froetscher said. 

What makes cell phone use distinct from other risky 
driving behaviors, Froetscher said, is the magnitude— there 
are 270 million cell phone users in the U,S,, and 80 percent 
of them talk on the phone while driving. Council officials 
acknowledged a total ban could take years, and other safety 
groups acknowledged that enforcement would be difficult.

STATE SENATORS 
HOLDBLAGO’S 
FATE IN TRIAL

SPRINGFIELD Gov Blagojevich will face 
long odds, and perhaps some legal twists, in 
the trial that will decide whether he’ll keep 
his job or be tossed out of office. 

A surreal scenario is expected to play 
out Wednesday in the Illinois Senate: 
Blagojevich will preside over the swear- 
ing-in of the very same lawmakers whose 
first order of business will be to consider 
whether to dump him from office. 

It may be called a trial and involve the 
trappings of a courtroom, from a judge to 
exhibits and objections, but experts point 
out that the event will be political, not legal. 
The senators are free to base their decisions 
on old feuds and popular opinion if they 
want, rather than fine points of the law. 

Still, some of the charges do involve fine 
points. Did a prescription-drug program 
violate pharmacy inspection laws? Did state 
agencies properly account for money they 
transferred to another state agency? 

If Blagojevich loses the trial, he stands lit- 
tle chance of getting the verdict overturned 
by the courts, which shy away from tinker- 
ing with the impeachment process. 

And if he testifies to defend himself, 
Blagojevich could find his words used 
against him by the federal prosecutors pur- 
suing criminal charges against him. 

“What does somebody do as an advocate 
for the accused? It’s very, very difficult,” said 
attorney Donald MacPherson, who repre- 
sented Arizona Gov Evan Mecham when 
he appealed his impeachment conviction 
to the state’s Supreme Court. 

Blagojevich was impeached Friday by the 
Illinois House on a vote of 114-1. Now the 
Senate will hold a trial. If Blagojevich is con- 
victed, he’ll be removed from office. 

The allegations against Blagojevich 
include some of the criminal charges 
behind his Dec. 9 arrest by the FBI: schem- 
ing to benefit from picking President-elect 
Obama’s replacement in the U.S. Senate, 
using state programs to pressure people 
into giving him campaign money and bully- 
ing the Tribune to fire editorial writers. 


FACING ODDS 

Conviction requires a two-thirds majority 
or 40 of the 59 senators. That means 
Gov. Blagojevich will need 20 senators on 
his side to keep his job, a tall order for a 
governor who has bickered and battled 
with lawmakers for years. 


They also include management decisions. 
An inspector found Blagojevich circumvent- 
ed hiring laws to give jobs to political allies. 
He expanded a health care program that had 
been rejected by lawmakers. He spent $2.6 
million on foreign flu vaccine the state didn’t 
need and couldn’t bring into the country 
Blagojevich said this past week that the 
House impeachment process was biased and 
unfair. “When the case moves to the Senate, 
an actual judge will preside over the hearings, 
and the governor believes the outcome will be 
much different,” his office said. 


Chief Justice Thomas Fitzgerald of the 
Illinois Supreme Court will preside. But 
there are limits on what he can do. Under 
the rules likely to be adopted, the judge can 
rule on questions of evidence but the sena- 
tors can overrule him. 

The House chose to lump all the alle- 
gations together under a single, broad 
category— “a pattern of abuse of power.” 
That meant a House member might 
think a particular allegation didn’t merit 
impeachment but could still conclude 
other charges were strong enough to jus- 
tify a “yes” vote. 

If the Senate adopts a similar approach, 
senators will have the flexibility to reject 
some allegations— perhaps even some of 
the biggest and most colorful— but still 
vote to convict. That can’t be easy for the 
governor’s lawyers to fight.

Burris could be seated 
in Washington this week

Sen. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.) said Sunday it was 
likely that former Illinois Atty Gen. Roland 
Burris would be seated as the state’s newest 
senator this week after a legal review of new 
additional paperwork regarding the senate 
appointment. 

The review Monday 
by Senate legal counsel 
marks the latest twist 
in the on-again, off- 
again seating of Burris, 
who was appointed by 
Gov Blagojevich three 
weeks after the now 
impeached governor was arrested on federal 
corruption charges. While it appeared the 
Senate was inching closer Sunday to seating 
Burris, there still were potential hitches. 

Senate Democrats spent about a half hour 
discussing Burris’ situation in a closed-door 
meeting Sunday “This thing changes by the 
day,” Durbin said, explaining why he and his 
colleagues spent such a long time discussing 
the matter. 

Durbin, who ranks second in Democratic 
leadership, told the Tribune a decision 
from the Senate legal counsel was expected 
Monday and that Burris was likely to be seat- 
ed this week. 

At issue are documents obtained Friday 
by Burris from Illinois Secretary of State 
Jesse White’s office. One is a letter signed by 
Blagojevich announcing the Dec. 30 appoint- 
ment of Burris, which was filed with the secre- 
tary of state’s office. The other is a certificate 
signed by White and stamped with the state 
seal attesting that the accompanying appoint- 
ment letter is a “true and accurate copy” of 
what was registered by the secretary of state. 

Senate Democrats had maintained that 
without an appointment certified by the 
signatures of Blagojevich and White, Burris 
could not take the Senate seat under a rule in 
force in the chamber dating to 1884. 

At the same time, Blagojevich’s impeach- 
ment by the Illinois House on Friday also 
caused some senators to rethink their posi- 
tion on quickly seating Burris, said one 
Democratic source, who asked not to be 
identified because he was not authorized to 
speak about the situation.

CTA Red Line riders were left red-faced 
Saturday as they entered train cars filled 
with pants-less passengers. 

The trouser-free group was celebrat- 
ing the eighth annual international “No 
Pants! Subway Ride,” an unabashedly 
sophomoric social experiment in which 
participants use public transportation in 
their undies. Similar pranks were planned 
in 24 other cities worldwide, including 
New York, Washington, Warsaw, Seoul 
and L.A. 

As Chicago participants shed their 
pants — and, perhaps, their dignity— at 
the Granville stop, they swore the heavy 
snowstorm made their hijinks even more 


entertaining. 

“It adds to the character,” said Luisa 
Mancera, 21, as she stood shivering in a win- 
ter parka and purple boy briefs. “It never 
crossed my mind not to come out.” 

Inside the train cars, it quickly became 
clear that there are three types of people 
who strip down to their skivvies in freezing 
weather: would-be comedians, non-con- 
formists needing to challenge social norms 
and twentysomething men hoping to see 
young women in their underwear. 

One man, dressed in a tuxedo from the 
waist up, wore black-and-white boxers 
and patent-leather shoes as he chatted 
up a pretty female participant wearing 


panties with red hearts. Another young 
man wore gray low-rise trunks as he 
called a friend on his iPhone and giddily 
announced: “Dude, I’m on the ‘L and I’m 
not wearing pants!” 

Several police officers patrolled the 
Granville platform in anticipation of the 
event, but no arrests were made. 

Red Line riders seemed mildly amused, 
with many stealing embarrassed looks or 
blushing as they snapped pictures with cell 
phones. 

“I don’t know if they’re funny or stupid,” 
said Elaine Krajewski, 56, of Chicago. “I 
just hope they wipe the seats when they 
get off”

Over time, more sophisticated “smart 
meters” could appear citywide, replacing 
today’s balky pay-

station kiosks that 
require drivers to 
walk back to their 
vehicles to place a 
time-stamped pay- 
ment stub inside the 
windshield. 

While city officials 
said it’s too early to 
chart a specific time- 
table, drivers likely 

will be able more than ever to use credit cards 
and other payment forms. 

In addition, motorists making use of elec- 
tronic collection through personal ID num- 
bers in their cell phones or other devices will 
not have to return to their vehicles to add 
time to meters. 

But drivers, beware: Technology is already 
available to close the gap on free parking and 
increase the odds of catching parking meter 
“scofflaws.” 

The next generation of meters will prob- 
ably be programmed to roll their clocks back 
to zero time left when a vehicle leaves a park- 
ing space, so the next driver cannot piggyback 
on a meter that was “over-fed.” 

Instead of pacing sidewalks checking each 
meter to meet their ticket-writing quotas, 
police and meter maids monitoring remote 
computers will be notified when a vehicle’s 
time in a parking space has expired. Drivers 
may even get a text message on their mobile 
phones that they’ve been issued a fine. 

It’s already happening in about 60 cities in 
France, where magnetic field technology at 
smart-meter parking spaces detects the pres- 
ence of vehicles and alerts ticket-writing aides 
when meter time is expired.

Winner of RedEye’s G-Rod song contest 
pokes fun at corruption scandal

Keith Harrison doesn’t know everything about poli- 
tics, but he does know catchy melodies, which is part 
of the reason his song “Bla-Go” won RedEye’s G-Rod 
songwriting contest. 

“Everyone is telling me that the chorus is so annoy- 
ingly catchy,” Harrison told RedEye, laughing.

“Bla-Go” is a slight depar- 
ture from the New Jersey 
native’s debut album, “Side 
A,” which was released in 
November under the name 

Keith Harrison Band. Harrison cites influences like 
Billy Joel, The Beatles and Coldplay for his brand of 
pop-rock. 

The Keith Harrison Band is transitional, he said. 
Harrison’s new main project is being part of a pop- 
rock band called Keychain. 

“I wanted to put together a more cohesive ensem- 
ble, and that’s what Keychain is,” he said. 

Keychain will be releasing a single this spring, 
though Harrison also plans on performing “Bla-Go” 
for the time being. 

‘As long as the song is pertinent and people want 
to hear it. I’m sure ‘Bla-Go’ will be around,” he said.

On a night of surprises, it was no surprise that Heath 
Ledger’s Golden Globe honor brought the Hollywood 
crowd to its feet. 

Ledger was named best supporting actor, another of 
what is likely to be a string of posthumous honors for 
his role as the Joker in “The Dark Knight,” His director, 
Christopher Nolan, accepted the award Sunday 
“He will be missed but he will never be forgotten,” 
Nolan said. 

Ledger’s win, which spurred a standing ovation from 
the crowd at the Beverly Hilton in Beverly Hills, was the 
most solemn moment during a breezy, loose evening full 
of stunned movie award winners, 

Mickey Rourke thanked his dogs, among others, for 
giving him a shot at movie star redemption— which came 
in the form of best actor honors for “The Wrestler,” 

Kate Winslet, always the bridesmaid at awards shows, 
picked up two awards, for supporting actress in “The 
Reader” and lead actress in “Revolutionary Road,” 

“I have a habit of not winning things,” Winslet said in 
accepting the first award of the night, Winslet has been 
nominated for an Oscar five times, but never has won. 
Ledger already has won the Critic’s Choice Award and is considered a con- 
tender for the Academy Awards, the nominations for which will be announced 
Jan, 22, the one -year anniversary of his death, “Slumdog Millionaire” asserted 
itself, picking up best drama honors and three other prizes. 

After a year off because of the writers’ strike last winter, the 66th annual 
Golden Globe Awards provided a no-fuss show that was fun to watch. 

Unlike other big awards shows in recent memory, the Globes ceremony had no 
host (or, thankfully, reality TV hosts, like last fall’s disastrous Emmys), Jennifer 
Lopez opened the show by giving a supporting-actress award to Winslet, The 
show moved at a nice clip after that, 

Ricky Gervais did take his time at the podium. But I’m not complaining, 

“I’m not even nominated, which is a little bit annoying,” he said, holding a 
glass of beer, “I can’t believe I’m not nominated. What a waste of a champagne. 
That’s the last time I have sex with 200 middle-aged journalists,” 

If that’s the case, Gervais slept with too many: The Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association, made up of only about 90 reporters, presents the Golden Globes,
